REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the amendment filed on July 24, 2008, the claimed process includes the step 
of removing excess aluminoxane from the modified support and the reacting step of 
metallocene compound and the organometallic compound of formula (VIII) excludes the 
aluminoxane. Therefore, the cited prior art, Suhm et al. (WO 01/46274), in the 
rejections of the previous Office Action mailed November 28, 2007 no longer renders 
the instant claims obvious since Suhm requires the step of reacting the metallocene 
with aluminoxane in the catalyst preparation process, however, the essential 
aluminoxane component is excluded from the currently claimed process. The rejections 
of record are now withdrawn and the instant claims are in the condition for allowance.
